Whether the “blue engle"— 
symbol of NRA—flics high or files 
low, indisputable statistics confirm 
tho wide range. of its swoop. 
Thousands of industrialists breathe 
easicr under the relaxation of the 
anti-trust. laws, and millions of 
workers still hope, ulthough less 
confidently than a year ago, that 
the “engle” is in fact an omen of 
a “New Deal”. 

The, latest official tabulation 
showed 548 codes in effect, affect- 
ing approximately 22,000,000 work- 

fers, of whom 18,000,000 were 

directly affected by hours’ and 
wages provisions. Two and one 
half-million cstablishmenta~ were

MUST GO' ON 


Dissolution of this vast organ- 
ism by Congress is practically ln- 
conceivable because the industrial- 
ixts would not want re-exposure to 
the atrict application of anti- 
monopoly Jaws, gnd “organized .

Duncan Strong of the Amorican 
Bureau of Ethnology is a study of 
“Ohorotegan". type civilisation, 
which at: the ‘time of Columbus 
centred jn Spanish Honduras, 
Nicaragua, and Costn Rica. Some 
archacologists havo sought to find in 
it the basis of-the Mayn civilisn- 
tion of Yucatan and Guatemala, the 
highent achieved in the aboriginal 
New World and one of the highest 
evolved Independently anywhere on 
earth. It was, much cruder than 
the higher’ culture, but bears cer- 
tain gendral and perhnps basie re- 
The findings of 
the Smithsonian expedition indicate 
that people of the Bay Islands had 
borrowed little from the nearby 
Maya, whereas the influence of the 
more distant Costa Rican civillsn-

Dr. Strong gives dotailed des- 
criptions of the art facts recovered 
and the sites explored, with the 
conclusion that the culture of the 
Bay Islands represents an extremo 
northern thrust of South American 
influence and that any final solu.
